Martial law was proclaimed by Gov-

About 9 o'clock some SO negroes, 
later being joined by others, formed at 
their camps and began a march toward 
IJowmown Houston. Lights

and a number of persons wounded as 
they sat inside their homes.

negro troops guarding Camp Logan, de- 
clared that he attempted to control the 
men when he saw what was about to 
happen, but they were beyond control 
and some ISO of them started to shoot 


promiscuously in the camp and soon 
scattered in every direction

Nickel have been hard hit on their 
pocketbook nerve by Secretary Dan- 
iels' low-price policy. 


Daniels has hammered down 
the 


price of armor-plate and projectiles 
to a point where there are no more

profits,

'margin. He has cut the price of cop- 
per to the navy half in two as com- 
pared with the open market price. He

Under Mnrtlnl JJaw 


As a result of the rioting, Houston 


and its environs are today under mar- 
tial law with Brig.-Gen. John A. Hulen 
In command. 
This action was taken 


by Qov. Ferguson upon request of act- 
Ing Mayor Moody, about 12.30 'this 
morning and it was later followed by 
an order by Maj.-Gen. James Parker, 
naming Gen. Hulen as the odicer 
In 


command. 
Gen. Hulen at once gave 
orders for the dispersing of crowds, 
who still thronged tho streets, at that 
hour, for the prompt arrest of snch of 
the negro soldiers as were not in camp 
under guard, and for the closing of all 
saloons and drinking places until such 
time as ho may direct. 


C. W. Hahl was shot at repea.tcdlj' 
as ho lay prono with a wounded po- 
liceman at his side. 
The ofllcer was 


shot a second time, but Mr. Hahl was 
only "burned" by a bullet which grazed 
his back. 
'I saw one policeman drop and a 


mounted officer's horse fall," said Hahl. 
"Being unarmed 1 got behind the car 
and then dodged to tho shadow of a 
building on the corner. 
There was a 


policeman already there, shot in his 
gn arm and disabled. 


The negroes deliberately shot down 


every white man In eight. Then they 
came on up tho street toward us. They 
were walking: and shooting coolly and 
with deliberation, halting to take aim.

the Utah Copper Co. Thompson him- 
self is a director of the Oxford Cop- 
per Co. 


All these directors of International 


Nickel have been hard hit on their 
pocketbook nerve by Secretary Dan- 
iels' low-price policy. 


Daniels has hammered down 
the 


price of armor-plate and 
projectiles 


to a point where there are no more 
exorbitant 
profits, 
only 
a 
fair 


margin. He has cut the price of cop- 
per to the navy half in two as com- 
pared with the open market price. He 
has insisted on getting steel at. cost 
plus a fair profit, less than half what 
the steel companies have been soak- 
ing the allies aud the public. 


In other words, Secretary Daniels 


has" forced Colonel Thompson and his 
fellow directors of the International

archy is a dead one in Russia. Keep 
•the Germans out and it will never 
again have a look in there. 
Wise things may 
be 
done;

But whether wise or foolish, 


whatever is done will be by the grace 
of the people of Russia, free and in- 
dependent. 
Reactionary influences in this and 


other countries are striving hard to 
create the impression that Russia has 
or is about to have a dictator. 


You can put all that aside as the 


idle dreams of troglodytes. 
I don t 


know any climate on earth that is 
more unhealthy for 
dictators 
now 


than the climate of Russia. 
Gentle- 


men planning to go into that line of 
business are earnestly advised to look 
elsewhere. The prospects are not sa- 
lubrious.

Russia will not have a 
dictator 


and, contrary to cave dwelling opin- 
ion, does not need a dictator. It is 
no one man country and never will 
be again. 
I don't know any country where the 
national democratic spirit is stronger, 
more- resolute or better awake to Its 
Job.Wise democratic heads 
in 
Russia 


are now studying outlines for the Rus- 
sian constitution. No one need be as- 
tonished if, when their work is done 
and 
the 
constitution 
adopted, 
it 


proves to be the most advanced doc- 
ument of the kind ever put together. 
No one need be astonished 1C it pro- 
vides for a government more directly 
pnd truly democratic than any other 
nation on earth has ever had. 
Even now, without any formulated 


constitution, tho people are supreme 


The most powerful institution in al 


Russia is the National 
Council 
of 


Workmen's, Soldiers' 
and 
Peasants 


Delegates, and that is a purely demo- 
cratic power. 
Local 
councils, 
similarly 
formed 


furnish for the time being the gov- 
erning steam in 
the 
municipalities 


Tho national council furnishes it in 
national affairs. 
The national council is 
tho 
only 


source of authority. 
What it 
says 


goes. 
Its 830 delegates were elected from 


all parts of Russia, by men and wo- 
men voters 
equally endowed with 


citizenship. 
It is the most remarkable legisla- 


tive body in the world, and. as 
it 


looks to me, the most significant, the 
most satisfactory and admirable. 


It is composed chiefly of farmers 


and workingmen; the actual produc- 
ers and toilers. 
Now in every country these are the 
vast majority of the population. 


Therefore, In every country, if we 


are to have real democracy, these 
should compose tho legislative pow- 
er.In this country, and in England 
there is a strange superstition that 
nobody can make laws or 
manage 


government except lawyers, bankers, 
exploiters and professional politicians. 


Well, then, give fervent thanks to 
Russia. 
She has knocked the spots 


out of all that fol-de-rol. 


Her national council does business 
with rapidity, good. sense and good 
judgment. 
She doesn't miss the law- 
yers, except to bless the Lord they 
are not there. 
Lawyers constitute less than 
one 


per cent of the population and hold 
In our country 70 per cent of the leg- 


" lelative offices. 
They can't see that 


In Russia. 


Also, to arrive at the next point 


for thanksgiving, five of 
the 
dele- 
gates In the national council are wo- 
men. 


Women suffrage was 
achieved 
in 
Russia the moment 
tho 
revolution 
was a success. It achieved itself au- 
tomatically, without 
effort. 
Nobody 
argued or campaigned for it. Nobody 
had to point out that it was a good 
thing and a simple act of justice and 
ought to be adopted. Democracy had 
won and nobody in Russia had 
any 


other idea of democracy except a de- 
mocracy that includes men and wo- 
men. 


If you will stop and study that little 


fact for a time, and let it seep into 
your mind and heart, and look a.t it 
from every angle, you will, I am sure, 
discover how comical a. position we 
assume when we undertake our fa- 
vorite superior and condescending at- 
titude toward the new democracy. 


In a. short time elections will be 


held throughout Russia to choose del- 
egates to the first constituent assem- 
bly, 
which will adopt a constitution 


and help to launch the Russian re- 
public. 


Men nnd women will vote for these 


delegates. 
Women will 
be 
among 
those choson and will sit in the as- 
sembly and help to make the consti- 
tution. 


It will not be necessary for anybody 


to argue for this privilege. 
Every- 


body will think it perfectly natural 
and right. 
The national council adjourned on 


July 7. but It left in charge of tho 
government Its executive committee 
of 250, apportioned amone the work- 
men, soldiers and -farmers, and this 
executive committee IB now running 
things in.Russia. 
It operates the machine. 
You do 


not hear anything about it, for rea- 
sons I shall tell you hereafter. But yru 
can discount any stories you may 
read from day to day about anybody 
else "ruling" Russia. 
This 
is 
the 


only ruling power,' being the repre- 
sentatives of the people. 
The rest of the world seems to have 
a 
fear 
that 
there 
may 
be a 


counter revolution and a return of the 
old conditions. 
Unless German victory and Ger- 


man influence can bring it back to

there isn't anything^ else any- 


wlwro in the world quite »o dead aa 
the old order in Russia.
